Four columns of soldiers loyal to 
President Marcos Perez Jim enez 
broke the rebellion in a pre-dawn! 
attack at the big military base of 
M aracay. 50 miles to the west, 
the governm ent said. 
Gen. Romulo Fernandez, arm ed 
forces chief of staff, made the an­ 
nouncement on television and r a ­ 
dio at 4:43 a.m. (4:: 15 a.m. e.s.t.) 
He said all organized resistance 
at the m ilitary base had crumbled 
by 3:30 a m. (3 a rn. e.s.t. >— less 
than 24 
hours after the revolt 
broke out.
